item is first conceived until 
it’s sold there are countless 
opportunities in the field. 
‘‘Fashion careers include 
activities in the advertising, 
merchandising and display 
fields as well,” she explains 
“The first task of the 19 
juniors and seniors enrolled 
in this course was career 
orientation because few 
people realize what the 
opportunities are.” 
This lack of knowledge 
was particularly apparent 
this year since the course 
has never before been of­ 
fered in Plano. It is one of 
almost 20 classes designed to 
prepare 
Plano 
High 
graduates for a career. 
Vander Woude believes 
most of her students will 
attend college or a training 


school 
for 
more 
specialization, 
although 
several are planning to go 
into a factory situation 
immediately. 
“ Someone 
who 
has 
completed this two year 
course would probably not 
be ready to become a 
designer right away,” she 
admits, “but a student could 
certainly get in a training 
program and work her way 
up to be one. The girls who 
have indicated they 
will 
work im m ediately after 
graduation will probably be 
able to qualify as pattern 
makers or can work in the 
design room.” 
Many of the girls seemed 
to shy away from the course 
because they can’t draw or 
sew, but neither of those 
talents is essential before 
enrolling, 
according 
to 
Vander Woude. 
Home sewing is com­ 
pletely 
different 
from 
working on com m ercial 


m achines, 
she 
explains 
adding that 
the students 
quickly pick up a sketching 
technique. Most of the girls 
had never drawn before and 
Vander Woude says that the 
comparison between their 
first efforts and the latest 
sketches is “amazing.” 
After one personal project 
to get control of the com­ 
m ercial 
m achines, 
the 
students organized a factory 
which will culminate soon in 
the 
opening 
of 
Alpha 
Boutique 
An 
exclusive 
outlet for the class, the 
boutique will sell six items 
designed and adapted by the 
students. 
Each of the items- tennis 
skirt, tee shirt, jean top, 
men’s western shirt and two 
styles of purses—have been 
made in varying sizes and 
colors to provide a good 
selection. 
“ Sports 
item s 
were 
selected because we thought 
that students wouldn’t want 


to wear the same things to 
school where several might 
be seen together,” Vander 
Woude explains. “ These 
items were chosen after the 
students looked at patterns 
and watched to see what the 
kids are wearing. 
“ From purchasing the 
fabric 
to 
labeling 
the 


finished items, this project 
was as real as owning our 
own factory,” she points out. 
“We’ve fixed up a small 
seminar room for our store 
and I don’t think we’ll have 
any problem selling the 
m erchandise-it looks very 
nice.” 
Proceeds will be used to 
meet the costs of production 
and to finance next year’s 
line, she says. The students

billion to spend on state 
operations for fiscal 1978-79 
a $2.6 billion increase over 
present levels. 
“The piggybank is full,” 
Bullock said. “That would 
represent a 31 per cent in­ 
crease, or $2.6 billion more 
than the $8 4 billion that was 
spent from m ajor funds 
during the 1976-77 biennium 
ending Aug. 31. 1977.’’

estimate was $309 million 
higher than one he made in 
January. He attributed the 
higher estimate to increast'd 
spending by Texas con

AUSTIN — The state comptroller estimates 
expenditures for the fiscal years 1876-1878 
yearly at $730,000, not including $20,000 
necessary to support the Blind Asylum or 
money to pay interest and provide a sinking 
fund and to take up bonds falling due. Some 
$400,000 in bonds falls due in the course of 
the next twelve months, and no sinking fund 
exists. State funds are inadequate to meet 
the demand, so holders of the bonds will be 
obliged to accept a reissue, or the state will 
be compelled to issue bonds to meet the 
payment. The new constitution requires the 
15th Legislature to either pay or fund 
$440,000 due school teachers for services, 
and the comptroller suggests bonds, as it 
will be impossible to pay this obligation 
otherwise.

Experiment 
to find the correct amount of such soap to use but do not 
have more than one to one and a half inches of
